are color coordinates of a point within a 2 inch by 2 inch grid square on the cue 
sports cloth that matches the base color most doselv. a nd k is a constant with a 
value in the range 0 to 5.

color coordinates of a second point within a 2 Inch bv 2 Inch arid square on the cur 
sporte cloth, and AE2 Is a measure of the eeloyf color contrast of the design with 
respect to the base eeleuf color of the cloth as defined as hefein,
